Martin Anderson, owner, and H. A, Beatty, lessee, respectlvely,
of the property, plead for the change on the grounds that
lessee desires an off-premige license to sell beer in connsch.
ion with hig grocery stores located at 1916 Manor Roadi; that
he does not intend to have a fhonky.ionk? or Junk yard there,
but a nice, respectable place that will be a benefit to the
people in the neighborhood.

The following opponents of the change, representing a large group
of property owners present, protested the change substantially as follows:
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Mra, A. Thomas declared that when she boughther home from

Mrs. Anderson she reprssented this to be a nice, clean,
neighborhood;that since then, the Andersons have moved

from the neighborhood and their reason for asking for the
change now is because the valuatlon of thelr property has

bveen ralsed and they hava to pay more taxes: that if this

zone is changed surrounding property will nasturally decrease
in value and they will ask to have thelr taxes reduced; that
legsee does not need to sell beer to increase his patronage
because he has already bvullt that store up to where it is

squal Yo any in the city; that only two families would benefit
by the change, whereas fifty families would be injured by ity
that while they think the present lessee would never sell heer
except by the cage, they have no agssursnce that the next tenant
would not ; and further, that she was expressing the sentiment
of a number of property owners living on her sitreet.

P. 8. Mangum declared that he put on this subdlvision and bought
lots there because of the deed restrictions and that he bought
other property to protect the subdlvision; that many families
there do not want those restrictions removed and thig is the
only lot in the entire subdivision that is not restricted agalnst
the sale of any kind of liquor, and that the people bought there
and built thelr homes on account of those restrictions,

J. A, Saunders declared that he bought in that neighborhood for
a home and would regret very much to see a liguor store go in
there; that a majority of the property ownera do not want it
there, and that 1% would depreclate the value of thelr propexrtys

Mrs, J. H. Sellstrom declared that she objects to the sale of
beer in this store, which adjoins her backyard; that they have
no agsurance how long Mr. Beatty will continue to operate the
store and the next tenand might went %o sell beer to be con~
sumed on the premises; and ghe further presented a lenghty
petition signed by the property owners in the neighborhood
protesting the changes

A1l property owners and other interested persons having been given
an opportunity to be heard, Councilman Johngon moved that the hearing
be closed, and that it appearing that a majority of the property owners
do not want the change, the recommendations of the Board of AdjJustment

I, the undergigned, have considered the application of A. L.McXown &
Song, General Contractors, for permission to aperate a private gasoline
Plant consisting of a 1000 gallon underground tank and electric pump for
the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from which no |
gasoline is to be sold, upon property located on the east side of Pedernsles
Street, which property is desigpated as part of the W. L. Jox and Bird EKohn
Tract, and locally known as 641 Pleasant Valley Road.

This property is located in an B Industrial District and I recommend
that this permlt be granted subject to the following conditlonss

(1) That the gasoline tenks and puwps shall be of an approved type !
and shall bear the lebel of the Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that |
all tanks and pumps shall be installed in compliance with the ordinance !
governlng the storage and handliing of gasoline.

(2) That all pumpe shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of recelv-
ing casoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street, or alley.

(3) That Wo Smoking? signg shall at all times be prominently display-
ed and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline
is handled or stored.

(4) That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from the Build-
ing Inspectorts office before any installation work is started, and that
no equipment shall be placed in operation until after final inspection
and spproval of same.

The City Council makes the following statement regard the reappraisal
program,ani also a statement of policy regarding the right of appeal and
the correction of erroneous assessments: 3

1. The City Councll belleves that a thoroughly competent and fair
spproach to a study of resppraisal of property in general has been made by
the Citlzens?! Advisory Tax Resppraisel Committee, and hereby thanks each
member of the Committee for the months of work which each has contributed. *

2, The City Council believes that the Advisory Committee secured hones’
and competent advice from realtors, business firms, privete cltizens, and
others as the basis for recommendations as to property values.

3. The City Councll believes that the George G. Ehrenborg Company has
done an excellent technical job of measuring and evaluating property and of
. performing the necessary calculating work inveolved in appraigal by the
Tax Assessor and Collector of 2ll property both real and personal .

4, The City Council also belleves that the employees in the Tax De-
partment have diligently and intelligently done the necessary reappralsal
work in addition to thelr normal duties,

B+ The City Counclil fully realizes that no matter how carefully and
fairly each group has done lts part of the reappralsal program that mistakes
‘are inavoidable and that corrections must be made wherever and whenever gsuch
‘migtakes are found; Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:
- That thefolloﬁing policy be stated:

1, The Board of Equalization will continue hearings from those property
owners who have filed requests for same until gll have had a falr hearing,

2. Tax statements will be prepared for all property owners, whether
protests or appesls are pending or not, so that for income tax or for other
reagons, taxes may be paid before Jenuary 1, 1948, if the property owner
wishes to do so. However, where a protest or sn sppeal lg pending and the
property owner pays sald texes and the valuations are changed at a subsequent |
date, any overpsyment shall be refunded based on the reviged valuation,

3. In cases in which there has been no protest and no appeal, but where
changes are made as a result of some other protest or appeal on land, or
where errors are later found, such property owners shall likewlse have any
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overpayments refunded based on revised valuations,

Summarizing, it is the purpose and policy of the City Council that
taxes shall be equal and uniform and that the resppraisal program now in
ite concluding stage shall be falr and just and that errors will be correct—
ed now or in the future whenever discovered, and that whenever an overpayment
is made such amount shall be refunded, whether such overpayment is the re-
sult of changes in valustions for 1947 or the result of errors later disg-
covered by either the City of Austin or by any property owner, and that all
agents and employees are directed to comply with this policy.
